1. The nsln purpose cf this meeting will be to convey to the* writisr., 
French, end German Ambassadors, for transmission to their Goverrxier.tc, the 
American decisions on Gerranj end Berlin which have energed from Wecncsday's 
KSC meeting. 

2. You may wish to becin by noting that personal messages fron the 
President have cone forward to President de Gaulle, ~ line iinister racnillc .-:, 
and Chancellor Adenauer containing in a general sense the proposed I'm tec 
States program for strenctheninc the Allied position en Berlin, '.he rac*a,_e 
of racers which we will gi"* to the three Ambassadors this afternoon w .11 
spell out in nore detail the Anerictn decisions and proposals tc our Allies. 
We hone that thev will receive the urgent and sericus attention cf tr.e 
three Governnents. ~~ 

3. You might vish to point out that, in the period of intensive co.-^.lta- 
tion now beginning, we would hope for a miniriun of leaks and suec-lat ive 
stories based upon briefings of the cress by officials. 

L. You may at this point wish to review brief ly the hijjh-lic-htF cf the 
Anerican proposals, drawing on the "l-smorandum on l'aasures for Dealing WitL 
the Berlin Situation" which is the cover pacer for the package to te L :v t :, .*■ 
the Anbassadors.

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-f» You night wish to inform the Ambassadors that we have today v-:*r •'.< 
our Anbassadors at all HAiO capitals, other than Paris, London, a .u .. ...:,,

■ . — --of Anerican decisions and rroposals. These instructions are subrt-u.t-,.- ll- 
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along the Unas of the contents of the three messages to Heads of Govern- 
nente but will not at thla etaca go into the sort of detail contained in 
the mamorandvan and attachments va are giving the Ambassadors at the 
present meeting. Ambassador Flnletter will at the meeting on Monday of 
the North Atlantic Council nake a presentation along the same general lines 
as those contained In the messages to the three Heads of Governments. The 
details will, however, only be given to NATO after the initial process of 
quadripartite consultation has been conpleted. 

6. You may wish also to refer to the fact that Mr. Kohler will be head- 
ing tha American Delegation to the meeting of Senior officials from Geman, 
French, and British Foreign Offices which we anticipate will begin in Ptris 
next Friday. This series of meetings, which will be on an Intensive basis, 
will be preparatory to the meetincs of the Foreign Ministers to follow. 

7. It asy be desirable to agree with the Ambassadors on some eomon line 
regarding this afternoon's meeting. Tou might wish to suggest that queries 
be tnswered by the statement that this meeting represents part of the con- 
tinuing process of consultation en the Berlin question. As President Kennc<^ 
indicated at his press conference on Wednesday, the United States Government 
has concluded its review of actions we might take towards strengthening the 
military position of the United States, and the present meeting was intend* d 
to convey to our Allies these decisions. However, no connent as to the suo- 
stantive nature of these decisions should be made, since the President has 
Indicated that he will Include then as part of the speech wliich he will ma.-;e 
to the cour.tr>- next Tuesday. 



In order to assist the Ambassadors in getting the package of doevcents 
wa are distributing this afternoon to their capitals as raptcl; as 
possible, Secretary McNamara will take with him a set of papert for 
delivery to Ambassador ^vrin and transmission to the French authorities 
in Paris) Ambassador Grewe will himself carry tha German set to fconn 
tomorrow; and the British have a courier who will leave Washington 
tomorrow directly for London. 
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
